URING the last few years, 

Israel's economic develop- 
ment has been closely linked 
to the expansion in exports 
without which neither the 
great improvement in livin 
standards nor tke high leve 
Of investments and employ- 
ment, could have been pos- 
sible. 

This point is sometimes lost 
sight of in the public discus- 
sion, which is more concerned 
with the peculiar impact of 
personal Restitutions on our 
economy. Indeed, the $100m. 
a year that we are getting 
from this source has pro- 
vided us with an important 
additional boost, but 80 — 
cent of the increase in foreign 
currency spending (for either 
goods or services) since 1955 
Was covered added export 

roceeds. which soared from 
144m. to $352m. In the first 
half of 1961. export of goods 
was 15 per cent higher than 
in the corresponding period 
last year, with the invisibles 
apparently higher still. 

So accustomed have we be- 
come to this steady growth 
and to itg extraordinary . 
that little attention is paid to 
the problems involved, espe- 
cially in the export of goods, 
which may well top $250m. 
this year. The existing sys-
